INNISFIL — With over $80,000 to be given out as grants 
this fall, Innisfil community groups and organizations can 
visit the Town of Innisfil's website (www.innisfil.ca) to find 
out if they are eligible to receive funding. 

Deadline for applications is Friday, Sept. 5. 

“With the deadline fast approaching, we encourage local 
community groups and organizations in Innisfil to bring 
their inspiring community initiatives or projects and apply 
for funding. Applications that meet the grant requirements 
will be reviewed by the town's Grant Review Committee," 
said Karen Fraser, the town's acting clerk. “In the past year, 
the committee has granted a total of $107,000 to 13 com¬ 
munity groups for a range of great projects. 

"The grants ranged in value from $1,500 for accessible 
community garden plots, to $18,000 for improvements to a 
more than 55-year old banquet hall at the Cookstown Curl¬ 
ing Club." 

Application forms for the Innisfil Community Grant Pro¬ 
gram are now available on the town's website or at the cus¬ 
tomer service counter at the town hall, located at 2101 Inn¬ 
isfil Beach Road. Individuals or organizations interested in 
applying for funding through the Inspiring Innisfil Fund 
will need to complete an application form. 

Completed forms can be either e-mailed to clerksof- 
fice@innisfil.ca or dropped off at the town hall from 
Monday to Friday between 8:30 a.m. and 4:30 p.m.

Buckets of ice water have been 
flying in Innisfil, as residents accept 
and issue the ALS Ice Bucket Chal¬ 
lenge. 

There have been a number of 
challenges directed toward Mayor 
Barb Baguley and her Council, but 
the challenge they accepted was 
issued by Brad Pratt, President of 
Bradley Homes. 

On Monday, not only Mayor Bag¬ 
uley and Council, but members of 
staff, including fason Reynar, 

Deputy Clerk and Director of Legal 
Services, accepted the Challenge in 
the parking lot of the Innisfil Town 
Hall. 

"We're almost always up for any¬ 
thing," said Mayor Baguley - espe¬ 
cially happy to participate in an 
event that will raise awareness of 
ALS (Amyotrophic Lateral Sclero¬ 
sis), and money for ALS Canada's 
programs and research.

Vendor Take Back 
Mortgages 

Over the past few weeks, I have had a number of clients 
approach me asking what I thought about Vendor take 
back mortgages (VTB), and would I recommend they 
enter into such arrangements. 

A VTB is where the Vendor, rather than a financial 
institution, such as a Bank or Credit Union, finances the 
mortgage. This may be all of the mortgage required to 
complete the purchase, or just a portion of it. In any 
case, the title to the property is transferred to the 
Purchaser, with a registered lien (mortgage) in favour 
of the Vendor. 

The rate and terms of a VTB are negotiable, but you 
should note that in most cases the interest rate is 
higher than you would get at a traditional lending 
institution. This is because there are higher risks that 
the Vendor is willing to accept. 

Some Reasons You May Consider A VTB: 

• Easier to Qualify - allows persons to purchase 
properties that they would not qualify for through 
traditional funding. Qualifying for a VTB really is 
just coming to acceptable terms with the Vendor, as 
opposed to meeting specific requirements at a bank. 

• Lower Down Payment - this can allow you to 
purchase a higher end or larger property with the 
same amount of funds. You can even be more 
flexible in making real estate investments, such as 
purchasing rental properties. This may allow you 
to buy multiple properties, without tying up a large 
amount of cash in each property. This may also 
provide a greater return on investment. 

• Good Interest Rates - in some cases, VTB offer 
cheaper interest rates than private mortgage lenders. 
Similarly, there are lower fees and less cost and time 
associated with VTB. 

As it relates to the Vendor, he may want to provide a VTB 
after considering the following: 

• Tax Deferral - because the Vendor isn’t receiving 
100% of the sale cost up front in one fiscal year, 
this may lead to lower capital gains taxes. This is 
therefore an incentive for the Vendor. 

• Higher Selling Price - prospective Purchasers may 
be inclined to offer a higher purchase price if they 
are able to negotiate favourable interest and terms 
with the Vendor. 

• Higher Return on Investment - this may be a good 
investment for the Vendor as he may be able to 
receive a higher return on his investment, as opposed 
to more traditional investments. 

Despite the advantages, a VTB should only be entered 
into after careful consideration and consultation with a 
real estate lawyer.

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E-smoke’s 
popularity 
overruns 
public policy 

T he public debate over the private use of electronic 
cigarettes became more interesting Tuesday as the 
World Health Organization (WHO) called for greater regula¬ 
tion of the devices, along with bans on indoor use, advertis¬ 
ing and sales to young people. 

WHO believes greater regulation should be brought to 
minimize the content and possible emission of toxic sub¬ 
stances. Moreover, the health agency says those cartridges 
that contain solutions with fruit, candy-like and alcoholic 
drinks should be banned. 

It's an issue several Ontario public health authorities 
have been grappling with, as the technology associated 
with electronic cigarettes originally promised a healthier 
alternative to tobacco for chronic smokers, and perhaps a 
tool by which the habit could be kicked. 

But now there is fear young people are gravitating to e- 
cigarettes, and that the electronic devices offer a new 
avenue to tobacco for people who might not have previ¬ 
ously considered cigarette use. 

There is also worry, because there are no emissions asso¬ 
ciated with electronic cigarettes, that they could be permit¬ 
ted inside public places where conventional cigarettes are 
banned. The fear seems to be their use in restaurants, bars 
and other establishments would also encourage their use 
among non-smokers. 

Even the American Heart Association is showing hesita¬ 
tion. On Monday, it endorsed the use of e-cigarettes for 
smokers who want to quit tobacco, but only if all other 
avenues to quit have been exhausted. The underlining 
theme for WHO and various public health agencies in this 
province is there's not enough solid research into the use of 
electronic cigarettes and their long-term impact on individ¬ 
uals and their communities. 

It's another case of technology rushing ahead of public 
policy, and of government lagging behind in providing an 
adequate response, even if that response ought to be 
silence. In the case of electronic cigarettes, their use is soar¬ 
ing, and some studies suggest within six years more people 
will be using e-cigarettes than smoking conventional 
tobacco cigarettes. 

The electronic cigarette business is said to be worth $3 
billion a year. And with major tobacco companies rushing 
in to sell their own e-cigarettes, it's not an issue that's about 
to go away.

bers until after government bureaucra¬ 
cies began funding reefer madness junk 
science. 

When threatened, the drug war gravy 
train predictably decries the message 
that drug policy reform sends to chil¬ 
dren.

Decriminalization acknowledges the 
social reality of marijuana and frees 
users from criminal records.

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Emmanuel Baptist Church’s Project Hope 
for Haiti helping needy students

Education in the Western Hemisphere's 
poorest nation is getting a boost, thanks to a 
project of Emmanuel Baptist Church. 

Project Hope for Haiti is underway from 
Aug. 17 until Sept. 7 and parishioners, as well 
as Barrie residents, are being encouraged to 
collect school supplies for students and 
teachers. 

Organizer Virginia Kennedy's husband 
Mark went on a mission trip to Haiti more 
than 25 years ago and was so moved by what 
he saw, has continued going two or three 
times a year. 

"As the director of ACSI (Association of 
Christian Schools International) Eastern 
Canada, he was asked to oversee any work 
that ACSI does in Haiti. Because of the great 
needs in Haiti, over the years many NGOs 
(non-government organizations) and mission 
groups have started churches and schools," 
Virginia said. 

"Our mandate is to help the Christian 
schools in Haiti by hosting professional 
development conferences for teachers and by 
sending schools supplies." 

Emmanuel Baptist Church heard about the 
project three years ago and invited Project 
Hope for Haiti volunteers to set up a display 
at the Salem Road church and promote the 
fundraiser every year at the end of August 
when the back to school sales are on. They 
came up with the idea of using strong, canvas 
courier bags (available at Dollarama) to load 
up the supplies. 

"As the poorest country in the Western 
Hemisphere, Haitian parents know that the 
way out of poverty is education. Unfortu¬ 
nately, there is no free education in Haiti," 
Kennedy said. 

"Parents scrape together whatever they can 
to send their child to school. 

"The sad facts are that many families have 
to choose which child they will send to 
school or they only send their children for 
part of the school year." 

Kennedy said there are very few books, 
no posters and few resources of any kind in 
the country. 

"One gentle man in Haiti told us that his 
parents asked him if he would be willing to 
miss one meal a day so that they could afford

NEW TECUMSETH - A man wanted on decade- 
old murder charges in the Maritimes was busted 
near Alliston, Wednesday.

motor vehicle collisions on OPP-patrolled roads in 
which an inattentive driver was a contributing 
factor. In 2013,86 people died in distraction- 
related collisions. This category of road fatality 
surpassed both impaired-related and speed- 
related deaths investigated by the OPP last year. 

As of August 25, the provincial police have 
investigated 374 inattentive-related road fatalities 
since Ontario’s distracted driving laws were intro¬ 
duced in 2009. Potential driver distractions 
include devices such as hand-held device, the 
reading maps or other material, grooming activi¬ 
ties, eating or drinking and tending to children.

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Golden retriever turns on owner

Lawrence said with a laugh. “He 
was jumping over the waves like a 
gazelle and then he played with 
Libby and Sasha and just had a 
great time with them.” 

It wasn't until the women 
attempted to leave the beach at the 
end of the day that he turned on 
Kelly, Linda said. 

“When we tried to get him in the 
car, he looked at her (Kelly) and just 
started to growl. He let us put his 
leash on but when we tried to get 
him in the car, he nipped her 
finger,” she said. 

It took them half-an-hour of Jack- 
son growling and acting threaten¬ 
ingly towards the pair before they 
finally threw a car blanket over him 
and hoisted him into the car, she 
said. 

He was fine in the car, and when 


they got home, they fed the two 
females in the kitchen and put his 
dog bowl outside on the gated deck, 
near the small kiddie pool. 

Jackson finished his dinner hap¬ 
pily enough, Lawrence went into 
the kitchen to answer the phone 
and without warning, he attacked 
Kelly. 

“He was done, so I just moved his 
food bowl and he started getting 
nasty with me again,” Kelly said. 

In a blinlc, she said, his face just 
changed. 

He lunged at her and bit into her 
arms as she tried to cover her face. 

Linda dropped the phone in the 
kitchen when she heard Kelly's 
screams, and picked up a chair to 
ward the 80-pound dog off her 
daughter. 

“He saw me and he just backed 


down,” Lawrence said 

Her daughter's arms covered in 
blood, Lawrence locked the dog 
onto the deck and called the 
Ontario Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals (OSPCA) as 
they made their way to Soldiers' 
Memorial Hospital in Orillia. 

They told Lawrence they couldn't 
help, so she called the police. 

The emergency doctor said it was 
one of the worst dog attacks he'd 
ever seen, she said. 

“She had well over 70 punctures,” 
Lawrence said, adding her daughter 
also had a tetanus shot as well as 
undergoing a series of rabies shots. 
The cracked bone in her wrist was 
treated with a sling. 

Both police and Oro-Medonte 
Township staff drove out to the 
home, and police shot Jackson on 


the deck. 

Lawrence later found a bullet 
casing in the small pool. 

In his fear, Jackson escaped the 
gated deck, and the OPP canine 
unit, and township staff hurried to 
warn local residents to keep an eye 
on their children as they searched 
for the wounded animal. 

He was found dead in a ditch 
nearby the following morning by a 
township worker, Lawrence said. 

She had spoken to the original 
family - who had advised her to put 
the dog down after the attack - and 
told them how he died. 

“They were heartbroken and so 
were we. My intent was to give him 
a loving home,” she said. 

But even Viive Tam, of Golden 
Rescue, admits there are a small 
percentage of goldens who bite 
people. 

Of the 2,000 dogs Golden Rescue 
has adopted out, she's had about 
five a year she couldn't take due to 
biting, Tam said. 

“There are certainly some dogs 
who are just wired wrong,” she said. 
In fact, after hearing that Jackson 
had nipped a member of the 
owner's family, Tam refused to take 
him in for adoption. 

She said the majority of dogs that 
have bitten people have had alter¬ 
native reasons for the aggression. 

One dog had painful but unde¬ 
tected tumours in his eyes. Another 
dog who bit a child was more than 
20-pounds under weight, another 
was suffering from two rotting 
teeth, and others are just poorly 
bred, she said. 

“It's usually a medical issue. We 
call them big goofballs, because 
most of the time, that's what they're 
like,” she said. “If a dog is vicious, 
it's probably 90% because of the 
people who owned them and 10%, 
those unfortunate few, are just not 
well bred.”

ORO-MEDONTE TWP. - There 
are several certainties in the world 
of dogs: poodles yap, German shep¬ 
herds protect and golden retrievers 
are gentle therapy dogs. 

So the dog world was justifiably 
shaken two weeks ago when Jack- 
son, a one-year-old golden, had to 
be shot by provincial police after 
attacking a woman in her home. 

“He grabbed my wrist and started 
flinging my arm around like it was a 
rag doll,” said Kelly Lawrence from 
her home on Whistler Place near 
the 12th Line, north of Barrie. 

“He let go of it, then he grabbed it 
again, cracking my wrist. I remem¬ 
ber thinking, 'I don't know what to 
do'. I couldn't get up out of the 
chair. All I could do was to raise my 
arms and try to protect my neck 
and face,” Lawrence said. 

Sitting on their sunny deck two 
weeks later, mother Linda and 
daughter Kelly, 35, are taken back 
to Aug. 7 when they adopted a dog 
from a family in the GTA. 

The beautiful golden retriever, 
Jackson, came from a loving family, 
said previous owner, Victoria (no 
last name used). 

“When we decided to get a dog, 
we got a retriever, because they're 
the best family pets,” she said. 

They took him to obedience 
school and she said Jackson was 
great with her nine-year-old son. 
He'd had his rabies shots, and was 
by all accounts a good dog, until he 
bit her daughter. 

“He did bite a female member of 
my family and she became nervous 
around him,” she said. 

They searched for a new home 
for their pooch and when they 
found the Lawrences, right away 
they spoke of his one-time aggres¬ 
siveness. But as there were no small 
children around, they felt they'd 
made the right decision to give him 
up. 

Lawrence has two goldens she'd 
adopted through her previous vol¬ 
unteer work with the Golden 
Rescue organization, although she 
no longer is associated with them, 
she said. 

Both of her dogs, Libby and 
Sasha, suffered from various anxi¬ 
eties when they arrived, and the 
Lawrences were able to turn them 
into caring family dogs. 

Although she had fostered seven 
dogs at one time, Lawrence said she 
had recently given a golden up for 
adoption and was missing him, so 
Jackson seemed to have come into 
their lives at the right time. 

The day went well, he played 
with her other dogs and enjoyed 
swimming in Bass Lake during the 
afternoon.

The 2015 PanAm and Para-PanAm Games 
mascot team has been busy, bringing the offi¬ 
cial mascot of the upcoming games — Pachi 
the Porcupine — to meet kids in classrooms, 
at summer camps and at special events.

Barrie Baycats just one win away from title

The Barrie Baycats have gotten back to the 
same point they were at a year ago. 

But this time around, they plan on closing 
the deal. 

Barrie set a franchise record in the Inter¬ 
county Baseball League championship series 
by scoring eight runs in the fifth inning en 
route to a 12-2 thrashing of the London 
Majors on Tuesday night. 

The victory gave the Baycats a command¬ 
ing 3-0 series lead, and now they need just 
one more win for the championship. 

“It was an entire team effort," said Baycats 
outfielder Jeff Cowan. “It was close in the 
early innings, but we grinded away, had good 
at-bats and forced their guy to make a lot of 
pitches." 

After losing a 3-0 series lead to Brantford in 
the finals a year ago, the Baycats feel better 
prepared to finish things off this time around. 

“You don't want to look back, but we 
learned from that last year," Cowan said. “We 
had a good club, but this is a very good club, 
and we want to come out firing again and not 
take one pitch off. 

“We know it's going to be a nine-inning 
war." 

Chris Kemlo started the game on Tuesday 
for Barrie, but lasted only two innings, giving 
up a pair of runs and not looking at all like his 
usual self on the mound. 

Penetanguishene's Brad Bissell came on in 
relief and threw four and two-thirds innings 


of no-hit ball before finally surrendering a hit 
to the penultimate batter he faced. 

“With Bissell coming in, he had a huge 
hold, even when they had runners in scoring 
position," Cowan said. 

While Bissell was shutting the door, the 
Baycats pulled ahead 3-2, thanks to four 
third-inning walks. 


That was the score until the top of the fifth, 
when Jordan Castaldo led off the inning by 
smacking an inside fastball over the fence in 
right field off London starter Brett Sabourin. 

The home run started the ball rolling for 
Barrie, which, after a flyout, would see its next 
six batters reach base safely, increasing the 
advantage from 4-2 to 9-2. 


Castaldo's second at-bat of the inning was a 
triple to the gap in left-centre field, scoring 
another run, and the Baycats first baseman 
would cross the plate again himself on a 
Kevin Atkinson infield single. 

Jason Coker knocked in Cowan an inning 
later to round out the scoring for Barrie, 
which has surrendered just two runs in each 
of the first three games of the finals. 

The Baycats will look to win their first IBL 
title since 2005 when they play Game 4 in 
London on Friday night. 

“Especially being so close last year, this is 
huge to me," Cowan said. “For some of these 
guys, it's been eight or nine years in the 
making. 

“We've got that good core group that's been 
together for a while and it'd just be nice to get 
one."

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What's yours and 
what's shared 
in a condo? 


(NC) Last year, Ontarians moved into 
approximately 20,000 new condomini¬ 
ums units across the province. This life¬ 
style is attracting both young and old, 
who want to live where they work and 
relax, and want access to the impressive 
amenities like pools, fitness facilities, 
party rooms, picnic spaces and even 
theatres. 

Another benefit of purchasing a new 
condominium is the mandatory war¬ 
ranty that is provided by your builder, 
and backed by Tarion. 

When you own a condominium 
unit, there are distinct boundaries 
between your unit and what is 
shared by everyone in your build¬ 
ing. The warranty for your individ¬ 
ual unit is separate from that of 
shared common elements. Your 
unit's warranty covers you for things 
like deposit protection and delayed 
closing before you move in, and 
then a wide range of issues after you 
take possession, including unau¬ 
thorized substitutions of items 
agreed to in the purchase agree¬ 
ment, defects to the electrical, heat¬ 
ing and plumbing systems owned by 
your unit, issues with water penetra¬ 
tion, violations of the Ontario Build¬ 
ing Code and major structural 
defects. As the homeowner, it is 
your responsibility to understand 
and manage the warranty that 
comes with your individual condo 
unit and to submit warranty claims 
on a timely basis. 

But what about the shared elements 
in your condo? All condos come with 
some common elements. These ele¬ 
ments, like roofing, parking structures, 
exterior cladding, and some mechani¬ 
cal systems, are covered under a com¬ 
mon element warranty that is managed 
by your condo's board of directors. 

The role of the board 

Any warranty claims relating to the 
condominium's common elements 
must be dealt with by the board of 


directors, but as a unit owner you 
should report any common element 
issues to the board in writing.The board 
of directors is made up of a group of 
unit owners who are elected to run the 
condominium corporation on behalf of 
all unit owners. The board will identify 
a designate who will act as the repre¬ 
sentative if a warranty claim is made. 
Many boards choose to have a property 
management company fulfill this role. 

Managing the common 
elements warranty 

It is the role of the condo board to 
arrange for a post-construction perfor¬ 
mance audit. The audit will determine 
whether there are any major deficien¬ 
cies in the common elements and will 
report them to the builder and to 
Tarion. 

Once a claim is submitted, the 
builder has 18 months to complete the 
required repairs. 

After an inspection, Tarion will issue 
a report listing any items that are cov¬ 
ered under warranty and provide 90 
days for the builder to complete any 
outstanding work. If the repairs aren't 
completed, Tarion will work directly 
with the condo corporation to settle the 
matter. 

Your builder is required to provide 
you with a Homeowner Information 
Package, explaining what is and isn't 
covered in your individual unit, how to 
make a claim and when to involve Tar¬ 
ion. Electrical, heating and plumbing 
systems may be considered part of the 
common elements and not your indi¬ 
vidual unit. Check your unit boundary 
document. It should clearly outline 
what is unit owned and what is owned 
by the common elements.

TOWN-WIDE PROVISIONS FOR 
LICENSED MEDICAL MARIHUANA PRODUCTION FACILITIES 
TAKE NOTICE that the Town of Innisfil will hold a Public Meeting on Wednesday, 
September 3, 2014, at 6:00 P.M. in the Council Chambers located at the Town 
Hall at 2101 Innisfil Beach Road. The purpose of the Public Meeting is to obtain 
public comments on a proposed Amendment to the Zoning By-law No. 080-13, as 
amended, of the Town of Innisfil under Section 34 of the Planning Act. 

The proposed Zoning By-Law Amendment will apply to land that is zoned ‘Industrial 
General - IG’ and ‘Industrial Business Park - IBP’ in the Town of Innisfil. 

THE PURPOSE of the proposed Zoning By-law Amendment is to provide Town¬ 
wide provisions for licensed medical marihuana production facilities. The Federal 
Government of Canada has introduced new legislation to require users of medical 
marihuana to access it from federally licensed medical marihuana production 
facilities. 

THE EFFECT of the proposed Amendment will be to restrict the siting of medical 
marihuana production facilities to land that is zoned ‘Industrial General - IG’ and 
‘Industrial Business Park - IBP’ in the Town. Any potential facilities must also meet 
other proposed zoning provisions such as being located a minimum of 70 metres 
away from schools, residences and parks. 

ANY PERSON may attend the Public Meeting, and make oral and/or written 
submissions either in support of or in opposition to the proposed Zoning By-law 
Amendment. Please note that if no member of the public or Council expresses 
concerns, Council may also approve the proposed Zoning By-law Amendment and its 
associated By-law on the same evening. 

IF YOU WISH to be notified of the adoption of the proposed Zoning By-law 
Amendment, you must make a written request to the Clerk of the Town of Innisfil at 
2101 Innisfil Beach Road, Innisfil, Ontario L9S 1A1. 

IF A PERSON OR PUBLIC BODY that files an appeal of a decision of the Council of the 
Town of Innisfil in respect of the proposed Zoning By-law Amendment does not make 
oral submissions at the Public Meeting, or make written submissions to the Town 
of Innisfil before the proposed Zoning By-law Amendment is adopted, the Ontario 
Municipal Board may dismiss all or part of the appeal.
